Riempp’s statement appeared in 
last Monday’s Courier-Times. 
"You know full well that there 
was no discussion of this nature 
other than the fact that I advised 
you that I bad received numerous 
complaints that Butch's auction 
was open for Sunday sales and 
advised you that it wa* your 
duty to enforce the law," the 
letter said. 
"It is entirely within your dis­ 
cretion if you as a police officer 
wish to make a farce of the law, 
and to subject yourself, your po­ 
lice department, and other po­ 
lice officials to public ridicule and 
abuse," Beckert wrote Riempp. 
"But there is no reason why, if 
you so desire to do so, that you 
.should later attempt to in any 
way pass the blame to third per­ 
sons,'” the letter continued.

Diplomats here were awaiting 
responses from Katanga President 
Moise Tshombe and Congo Pre­ 
mier Cyrille Adoula to President 
Kennedy’s reconciliation efforts.

sponse to an appeal from Tshom­ 
be, was said by highly reliable 
sources to have suggested that 
the two leaders meet at Kitona, 
a former Belgian base near the 
seacoast, southwest of Leopold­ 
ville. Previous efforts to get the 
two together failed because of 
Tshombe s refusal to go to the 
capital and Adoula's insistence 
that he do so. 
Acting Secretary General Thant 
summoned his 18-nation advisory

CARACAS. Venezuela (UPP — 
President Kennedy, warmed by 
the greatest reception ever ac­ 
corded a vistor hi Venezuela's 
history, 
called 
today 
for 
the 
Americas to eliminate "tyranny 
of whatever source or breed" 
from Cape Horn to the Arctic 
Circle. 
Kennedy waved and s m i l e d 
from his bubble - top limousine 
to an estimated 300.000 Venezuel­ 
ans who stood along the 27-mile 
expressway from the airport to 
the city and massed in downtown 
Caracas streets. 
The opening of the President’s 
South American trip was a tri­ 
umph. 
There were no signs of hostil­ 
ity and — at the outset at leas) 
— no indications there would be 
any repetition of the incident in 
1938 when Vice President Richard 
Nixon was stoned and spat upon 
in this same city. 
The government had stationed 
35,000 troops and police along the 
routes taken by the President and 
Mrs. Kennedy and the green-clad 
soldiers were only six feet apart 
in the Caba section where Nixon 
was attacked and in El Silence 
where a large number of Commu­ 
nists live.

Kennedy said Venezuela’s own 
overthrow of a repressive dicta­ 
torship—that of Marco Perez Ji­ 
menez three years ago — was a 
striking example of the hemis­ 
phere’s new’ alliance for progress.

NATO Allies Agree 


Berlin Talks 


Should Begin 


On City Itself 


PARIS (UPI) - The NATO Al­ 
lies agreed here this week that 
any talks with Russia on Berlin 
must at first be narrowly limited 
to the problem of the city itself. 
Rut it was understood among 
all 5 members of the NATO 
meeting that if the talks got any­ 
where at all, they would be sure 
to widen beyond the Berlin ques­ 
tion. 
The decision that talks should 
begin on a narrow basis is a tac­ 
tical one, diplomatic sources ex­ 
plained. 
The Allies first must pm the 
Soviets to their wartime agree­ 
ments guaranteeing Western Al­ 
lied access to and presence in 
Berlin. 
The Soviets claim those agree 
meats are dead and the Allies 
must deal with East Germany. 
Starting the next round of talks 
on a broad basis might well be 
considered acceptance of this the­ 
sis, the sources said. 
Also, the Allies wish to avoid 
any suggestion that their contin­ 
ued presence in and access to 
Berlin depends on a Western con 
cession somewhere else.
